Hun- 
dreds of people migrate slowly and pain- 
fully from one section of the Union to 
another, where they have friends who 
offer them shelter amd support. Tbey 
shun the large cities which lie on or 
near their line of march as much as pos- 
eible, and apply for charity in small 
towns Bndfanaingneighborhoods. Some- 
times, their energy and destitution com? 
infthdg both pity and help, as in the case 
of the poor woman, who having walked 
all the way from North Carolina to 
Omaha, clad in. .thin and tattered gar- 
ments, applied to ther railroad officials 
for charity, and was "passed" in the 
cars for the remainder of her long jour- 
ney "across the continent" to find her 
husband and son.- The habitual tramps 
are more frequent in Summer than in 
Winter; but thousands of people, out 
of work and .out of money, migrate from 
place to place in the latter season, des- 
pite cold and discomfort, vainly hoping 
that they may find work.

The highest point of the uionndin iatiltor. 


^.front of tb°e Senate trijgof the Capitol 
T i» marked by a remarkable tree, known 


as the "Stunner Beech," which will be 
left in its present position. 
This tree is, 


in fact, not n beech, though it has been 
known an such for nevernl ye.irs. It is a 
liornbanm. o{ European origin, resem- 
bling slightly the American hornneam, 
popularly luuran by the several names 
of ulne beech, iron wood, or lever-wood. 
It is, without doubt, the -finest specimen 
> 


of hornbeam to be found in America, 
and it cannot' be surpassed in beauty by 
any tree of itsJdnd. The main stem is 
abont a foot in diameter. 
At n distance 


from tlie ground of about five or lix feet 
this stem divides into a grent number of 
Tjianches, all nearly equal in size, and, 
taking symmetrical and similar direc- 
tions, spreading ont so that the outer 
circumference of the foliage, ivhich is al- 
most a perfect circle, is but little higher 
thnn the top of the mnin stem. The fo- 
liage o£ the tree, which, is very dense and 
green, forms a- slightly rounded cone, I 
•which is little higher than the cliametci 
nt its base. Mr. Surnner, who always 
took a deep interest in trees, admired 
this hornbeam especially, regarding it as 
the most beautiful tree in Washington.

The two morning papers, which hung 


on to tho old happy family regime, pub- 
lish the report of the Captain of Police 
for the mouth of November. There are 
some matters of interest to their leaders 
which the officer could not well report 
neon, but which are n verj- important 
theme for a newspaper having nuy cou- 
cerufor the -uelfaie of the community 
to investigate and lay before (he public. 


For instance, the change iu the man- 


agement of the police depnitmenl is ef- 
fecting at least a saviug to the city in sal- 
aries and perquisites of $500 per month, 
while the increased income of the Court 
from Sues collected is a healthy item as 
well. In October, there were 1832 meals 
furnished to prisoners, which at the old 
happy family rate of 20 cents each, 
would have amounted to S3GG 10; under 
the new regime, the total cost iu ques- 
tion amounts to only S97 30. In No- 
vember, 1558 meals at old rates~S311.GO; 
under the new, $80.13. Total for two 
months, under old rates, §678.00; under 
the new, §183.43. A difference in fa\or 
of the change to the city and against the 
happy family of $101.57. 
In addition 


to this, there are two less officers, whose 
salaries footed up S22o—or $150. 
In 


all, n saving to the city iu two mouths 
of §1,000 in the two items. 


The highest amount of fines collecteS 


during any month previous to the 
change, was §500, and the number of 
cases put through only 90, against SC09 
and 120 cases in the month just past.
